Bond Men Effectually Balked in Their 
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Wall Street Plans. 
SILVER HOLDS ‘THE CHECK REIN 


Friends of the White Metal Are Pre- 
pared to Talk for a Month, 


THE REPEALERS ARE TALKING TREATY 


Mr, Cleveland Is Just Punishing His Fee- 
ble Old Millionaire Friends by 
Keeping Them Up at Night. 


Washington, October 15.—(Special.)— 
There is no settlement yet, though adjourn- 
ment was held at 1:45 o'clock this morning 
because the quorum had disappeared. When 
the senate met at 11 o'clock this morning, 
the siege was declared on again and contin- 
ues. It may go on through the night. Sen- 
ator Voorhees announced this afternoon 
that he would continue io force the fight- 
ing as long as he could keep a quorum pres- 
eut. Mr. Stewart occupied the floor until 
S$ o'clock this evening. 

Mr. Peffer now has it for the night. But 
for the storm which is now raging furiously 
over Washington, the senate would ad- 
journ. <A quorum is only retained because 
the senators cannot leave the capitol build- 
ing. Now, at 9 o'clock, rain is falling in 
torrents and the wind is blowing a gale. 
The storm commenced at 4 o'clock this af- 
ternoon and instead of abating is gaining 
in fury. 

All during the day the democratic sena- 
tours have been conferring with a view to 
getting together on a compromise. As Sen- 
ator Harris expressed it this evening, the 
diftieculty in the way is that one faction 


- wants to coin all the silver in the wora, 


while the other don’t want to coin any sil- 
ver. Whenever they can strike a common 
ground, the coutest will end, but that end 
js not yet in sight. Occasionally it ap- 
pears to be; everything looks smooth ahead 
but suddenly rocks appear in the channel in 
the person of some sleepy, il-humored sen- 
ator who kicks over the bucket and ca- 
vorts off into the pasture of the discon- 
teuts. 
Both Sides Stubborn. 

The trouble with the compromise offered 
by Senator Harris is that some senators 
want no limit of time fixed upon the pro- 
visions for the purchase and coinage of 
silver, while others want to stup purchases 
when the $800,000,000 point is reached. But 
the greatest difliculty in the way is the 


~geverally bad bumor of senators and the 


disposition on the part of individuals to 
stand aside and let some one else do the 
compromise work. 

A few such rabid repealers as MePherson, 
Palmer, Mils and White are protesting 
against any compromise. The bond prop. 
Osition is-no longer the poiat of issuc. Lt 
has been declared that an issue of $300,- 
000,000 of bonds was authorized by the 
redemption act of 1875. Only 300,000,000 
of these were issued, leaving $210,000,000 
to be placed upon the market when the 
treasury needs gold. There has been 4 
difference of opinion as to the power of the 
secretary of the treasury, but the president 
held last spring that he had the power. The 
proposition now is simply to provide that 
these bonds, if issued by the secretary of 
the treasury in his discretion, shall bear 3 
per cent interest instead of 41-2 per cent, 
as provided in the act of 1875. With the 
exception of a half dozen rabid senators, 
every man in the chamber beieves a com- 
vromise is sure to come. Mr. Voorhees 
adinits it to his colleagues... He holds that 
a.ter giving the notice he did on Wednes- 
day, he must force the fighting and insist 
on continuous sessions until a setilemens 
14 reached. 

Senator Gordon Is Discouraging. 

Senator Gordon is quoted by one of the 
afternoon papers as saying that he believed 
eventually the silver men would not ob- 
tain as much or as many concessions 
they would had they permitted uncondi- 
tional repeal to go throngli and allow silver 
to be taken care of afterwards. The Geor- 
gia senator, however, stands alone in this 
view. Thev will get a recognition of. sil- 
ver now. Its purchase and coinage will be 
provided for. Ilad they followed the presi- 
deut as Senator Gordon has done, silver 
would have been entirely ruled out. 

‘Voorhees — Past and Present. 

Senator Voorhees, of Indiana, who has 
been leading the fight in the senate for 
unconditional repeal, is, perhaps, sorry that 
he did not revise his biegraphy in the con- 
gressional directory before assuming his 
present attitude on the silver question. 

As strange as it may seem, the senator

Buys Of himself in the last edition of the 


congressional directory: “He was ap- 
pointed United States senator to fill the 
Vacancy caused by the death of Oliver P. 
Morton, and fook his seat November 12, 
IST7¢; Was immediately assigned to the com- 
mittee on finance as his leading commit- 
tee, snd has been a member of that commit- 
tee to the present time. Soon after enter- 
Ing the senate, he addressed that body in 
favor of free coinage of silver and the pre- 
Berration of the greenback currency as full 
legal-tender money. In this speech, he laid 
down the ptinciples on which as a direct 
issue the state of Indiana was carried by 
the democratic pariy the following year 
(1878) by over 80,000 majority in the elee- 
tion of members of the legislature; this leg- 
islature returned him to the senate by twen- 
ty-three majority on joint ballot over Ben- 
jamin Harrison: was re-elected in January, 
1885, by a majority of forty-six over Al- 
bert G. Porter, and was re-elected in Jan- 
nary, 1891, by a majority of sixty-nine on 
Joint ballot over Alvin P. Hovey. His 
term of service wili expire March. 3, 1897.”

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QUIT BEFORE MIDNIGHT. 
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The Seuators Gave Up Earlierinthe Freeze- 
Out Game. 

Washington, October 13.--At 11 o'clock 
p. m. a quorum Was present in the senate 
and the dreary debate was dragging along 
without any particular interest. Mr. Peffer 
was speaking. The galleries were practi- 
cally deserted. The failure of the thirty- 
eight hour session, that broke up early this 
morning without accomplishing a single re- 
sult beyond a demonstration to the country 
that the silver men were capable of staving 
off a vote on the Voorhees bill indefinitely, 
dampened the enthusiasm of the weary and 
broken repenl senators, and they have been 
disheartened, as well as tired, all night. 
Meantime the effort of the compromisers 
‘to tind a common ground goes on. The 
basis seems to be the Harris and Vest 
amendments, but there is a wide difference 
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should or should not be added. 

If the president continues to reject all 
propositions looking to compromise, nothing 
is left but an adjournment of congress, 
unless the Jeaders should decide to go ahead 
and pass a compromise measure and send 
it to the white house and place the respon- 
sibility of vetoing or signing it at Mr. Cleve- 
land’s door. Judging from the outcome of 
the continuous session there is little chance 
of any practical result from this second at- 
tempt to force a vote, even if the senate 
zan be held in session.. 

Cockrell a Leading Figure. 

The room of the senate committee on ap- 
propriations has been the scene of most 
of the conferences which have taken place 
and Senator Cockrell, the chairman of the 
committee on appropriations, has rapidly 
come to the front as the moving spirit in 
effecting a compromise. He has in this 
work had the active co-operation of Mesers. 
Gorman. Harris, Vest and Faulkner. Their 
object has been to find means of settling 
the question so as to preserve the autonomy 
of the democratic party and to grant such 
recognition to silver as money as may be 
possible. They have had before them all 
the amendments so far offered and have 
been getting up a patchwork, which, when 
it is turned out, will prove to have some of 
the features of all, with possibly some f 
those of the present law. 

It will, in all probability provide for the 
coinage of the seigniorage of silver now in 
the treasury, for the continued purchase 
and coinage of eilver at the rate of from 
two to three million dollars per month, for 
a specified time and for the retirement of 
all paper currency except silver certificates 
and of all gold coins of emaller denomina- 
tion than $10. All that is being done is 
done by the democratic senators. Is is 
probable that the measure will encounter 
the opposition of the solid republican party 
in the senate. The silver republicans will 
make a vigorous objection to any limitation 
of the time of purchase to a period within 
the term of Mr. Cleveland, but will prob- 
ably not filibuster to prevent action, as their 
efforts would be futile. There have been 
attempts on the part of some others to 
have provisions for the issuance of bonds 
included in the proposed substitute, but 
at last advices neither proposition was 
agreed upon. 

The president has not yet given his con- 
sent to any compromise. The leaders of 
the repeal forces still say for publication 
that they will not be a party to a com- 
promise, Sut they are, nevertheless, partic- 


ipating in the effort to arrange one. 


At 11:55 o'clock this evening the senate 
adjourned.

MR. CLEVELAND'S COMPROMISE. 
At a Cabinet Meeting the Administration 
Says What It Will Do, 

Washington, October 13.—(Special.)—At 
the cabinet meeting today, after complete 
discussion of all the phrases of the senate 
situation, a compromise proposition was 
agreed on to be offered by one of the repea] 
senators. 

It includes, as did the Harris amendment, 
provision for the coinage of the silver 
seignorage in the treasury, amounting to 
$53,000,000, and, thereafter, the purchase 
of $3,000,000 ounces, until 90,000,000 
ounces have been purchased. 

This would carry the purchase of silver 
over the expiration of Mr. Cleveland, a 
condition the silver men insist upon. 

To meet the demands of the east a propo- 
sition for the issue of $100,000,000 of 3 
per cent bonds is included. 

There is still a question whether a pro- 
viso for the repeal of the tax on state 
banks and the redemption of notes of all 
classes below SD sluall be added. This is 
the adininistration’s compromise proposi- 
tion. 
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THE WIRES DOWN. 


Telegraph People Have a Huard Time in Send- 
ing the News. 

Washington, October 15.—The West India 
eyclone and the storm from the northwest 
joined issues this moruing east and west, and 
since telegraphic communication has been 

‘acticnaliy at a standatill. After sweeping 
the Flor.da peninsula yesterday, the cy- 
made its way north through Georgia, 
North Carolina aud the Virginias, and unit- 
ing with the storm from the west, somewhere 
it Veansyivania or Ohio, were both diffused 
over a wide area, playing havoc with all 
means of wire communication. 

Au attempt was made to work the Associat- 
ed Dress circuits by dividing them into small 
ms and relaying, but it was even then 
found aimost impossible to carry the impor- 
tunt news of the day. At 7 o'clock the West- 
ern Union Company reported that all thpir 
wires between Washington and Harrisburg 
and New York were down, that communica- 
tion between Pittsburg and New York was at 
a standstill and that all the other New York 
routes were almost useless, 

At the Postal Telegraph office the same sit- 
uation obtaius, their Washington and Chicago 
wires being dewn, and the New Yoek wires 
being so slow as to be of no value whatever. 
At the present writing one of the Associated 
Press circuits to New York is via Buffalo and 
working very hard. Another circuit has been 
started south to reach Memph'‘s from .Chatta- 
hooga, aud thence north and south to New 
Orleans,

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THEY RAN TOGETHER. 


Awfal Accident on the Michigan Central 
Railroad Yesterday. 


TWELVE LIVES WERE CROSHED OUT 


And About Twenty Persons Badly 
Injured—Several Will Die. 


TWO EXCURSION TRAINS IN COLLISION 


The Unknown Dead at the Morgue— Names 
of Those Who Have Been Idén- 
tifled—List of the Injured. 


Jackson, Mich., October 13.—The aec- 
ond greatest accident in the history of the 
Michigan Central railroad occurred here 
this morning within 100 yards of the place 
where fourteen years ago to a day the Pa- 
cific express crashed into a freight engine, 
eighteen people being killed. 

Today’s disaster bas for a record twelve 
dead, tive probably fatally injured and four- 
teen others more or less seriously hurt. 

At 8:15 o'clock this morning an excur 
sion train, originating at Oswego, N. Y., 
which had been turned over by the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western to the 
Michigan Central at Buffalo, was stand- 
ing on the track at Jackson station, when 
a second special laden also with excursion- 
ists from the east, crashed into it from the 
rear and telescoped the last three cars of the 
Oswego special.

They were taken out together and seemed 
to have been in one seat.

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MURDER WILL OUT. 


Four Men Arrested for a Murder Which 
Occurred Seven Years Ago. 

Arlington, Ga., October 13.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury at Blakely, larly county, 
has found true bills against B. R. Law- 
rence, Ben Talliferro, Charles Talliferro, 
Will Talliferro, all white, and Jim Foster, 
colored, for the murder of Seaborn Shef- 
field, which occurred one mile from here 
about seven years ago. Until recently it 
has remained a crime enshrouded in mys- 
tery. Ben Talliferro and Lawrence were 
sons-in-law of the murdered man, 

Sheriff Black and Deputy Carrmort pass- 
ed through here today en route to Blakely 
with all the parties in custody except B. 
R. Lawrence, who smelt a mouse and slip- 
ped out before the officers could lay hands 
on him. They have their man spotted and 
the outlook is that he will soon be looking 
through the bars of Blakely jail with his 
comrades. . 


CUT HIS WIFE'S HEAD OFF. 


Brutal Murder of a Woman Because She Left 
Her Husband. 

taleich, N. C., October 13.—(Special.)— 
News of a horrible murder at Washington, 
N. C., reached here today. Two weeks 
ago Emanuel Slode, colored, quarrelled 
with his wife. She left him and went to 
the home of her parents fifteen miles from 
Washington. Yesterday Slode went to 
the house where his wife was with her 
father and mother and asked her to re 
turn to him. She refused and as she stoop- 
ed over the hearth, Slode struck her a 
blow with an ax, which severed her hea:l, 
leaving it hanging by a small pieee of flesh. 
He struck a second blow whieh almost 
scalped the decapitated head. Slode at 
once fled, Officers are in purait. Ile bas 
a considerable start of them and at last 
uccounts had not Leen captured. 


SOLDIERS OUT ON BOND, 


Tennessee's Standing Army Is Dismissed and 
Peace Keignus. 

Knoxville, Tenn., October 13..—(Special.) 
Judge Sneed, of the Knox county criminal 
court, rendered his decision today in the 
habeas corpus proceedings instituted be- 
fore him for the release of the sixteen 
Coal Creek soldiers. They were charged 
with being implicated in the lynching of 
Richard Drummond, the purported agsassi- 
nator of Private Laugherty at Briceville 
last August. He admitted the men to bond 
in the sum of $3,000 for the entire com- 
mand. The bond was signed by Generals 
D. D. Anderson, John I. Fite, Major D. 
A. Carpenter, Captain Kellar Anderson 
and George W. Callahan, and the soldiers 
were released. The men, together with 
their comyades who had remained as wit- 
nesses, were paid off and disbanded, They 
left at once on a special train for Chatta- 
nooga, from which place they will scatter 
to their different homes throughout the 
state. 

Thus, for the first time in nearly two 
years, Tennessee is rid of the expense of 
supporting a standing army which wag ne- 
cessitated by the riotous spirit of the la- 
borers in the East Tennessee mining dis- 
tricts. The trouble began in 1801, by gthe 
liberation af 400 state convicts 
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| followed later by a clash between the state 


muilitia, citizens and’miners, which resulted 
in the death of about twenty men. A!) the 
miners have returned to work. Everything 
is in a prosperous condition and further 
trouble is thought to be forever at an end. 


ONE LOAD ‘STRUCK FIVE, 


But It Was an Old Gen and§the Shot Scat- 


Opelika. Ala., October 12.—(Special.)—A shot- 
gun ion the hands of Elbert Sims, a burly ne- 
gro, did serious damage to five people yester- 
day. 

Sims and Mr. Willlam Davis, a well-known 
geatintes. ltving six miles from Opelika, got 
nto a difficulty. 

They were at. W. D. Hurst's gin at the time 
and Sims bad @ double-barreled "shotgun in 
his band. which tbe used. e weapon was 
old and of inferior make, which accounts for 
Mr. Davis and, perbaps, four Tittle children 
a alive this mvrning. Sims fired on Mr. 

s at close range abd several shot struck 
him in the body. . Four little children happen- 
ed to be bebind Mr. Davis, picking up loose 
cotton, and they. too, were hit. Three of them 
received slight injuries, but the fourth was 
pretty badly, if not seriously, hurt. Oné 
shot struck a child in the eve, and will cause 
the loss of sight. Had the gun been of 
any account all of them would have been 
seriously wounded. As it was they were 
hurt pretty badly, but not seriously. Davis 
was peppered considerably, but his clothing 
being heavy none ‘of the shot stuck in his 
flesh. Sims was arrested by Meriff Gibson 
this morning and is inv jail awaiting prelimi- 
nary trial. He claima that Davis shot at 
him with a revolver before he used his gun, 
but bis story is not believed. 


STILL OUR CUP. 


The Vigilant Has Won Three Straights from 
the Britisher. 

New York, October 13.—For the third 
time the Vigilant -has passed the Valkyrie, 
and the American eup will stay in this 
country for another year. 

With plenty of wind, with a splendid sea 
ani in almost ideal weather for yachting, 
the beautiful white boat passed the line, 
and amid the blowing whistles and the 


cheering of men; while women waved their 
handkerchiefs, the flagship May hoisted the 
colors of the Vigilant. The Vigilant was 
first on the ground, and soon the Valkyrie 
came down in tow of her tug. 

Wednesday’s having been deelared off 
most people thought that today would de- 
cide the international match. a ee 
east wind was blowing when the signal gun 
was fired at 11:15 o'clock, notifying the 
yachts to get ready. Owing to the unfa- 
vorable weather signs the excursion fleet 
was small. 

At 12:27 o’clock the yachts got off close 
together, but the Vigilant leading. ‘The 
wind was then blowing thirty miles an hour 
and the sea was rough. Both yachts got 
off on a starboard tack. Strange to say 
it appeared from the start that the 
Valkyrie was pointing nearer the wind than 
the American yacht. At 1 o'clock the 
Vigilant appeared from Rockaway beach to 
be an eighth of a mile in the lead. The 
boats ran rapidly under the strong» wind. 
They earried plenty of canvas and their lee 
rails were under water. An hour later 
the Valkyrie was leading and it looked to 
be a long gap—from half a mile to a mile. 

At 2:53 o'clock the Valkyrie rounded the 
stake boat as gracefully as a swallow. 
She was laying out her course beautifully 
when the Vigilant turned at 2:35. After 
getting around tlie stake Poat the Vigilant 
did better work and began-to creep up on 
the Britisher. She was magnificently 
handled about this time and eeemed to have 
no trouble with her canvas, which might 
reasonably have been expected, Considering 
the strong wind. The Vigilant gradually 
gained on the Valkyrie and there was some 
as beautiful running toward the close of the 
race as was ever seen. It was a close 
finish, but the corrected/time is said to show 
the American yacht the winner by twelve 
seconds.

IT BLEW GREAT GUNS 


All the Atlantic Coast Was Scared, 
but Not Damaged, 


NO LOSS OF SHIPPING REPORTED 


The Steamship City of Augusta Is 
Overdue, but ThereIs No Fear. 


FLORIDA GOT OFF QUITE LIGHTLY 


At St. Augustine the Waves Went Over 
the Sea Walland Deluged the City, 
but Nobody Was Drowned. 


Savannah, Ga., October 13.—(Special.)— 
From all indications this morning, the 
storm seemed to have spent its force be- 
fore it reached Savannah. The city bore 
its usual appearance this morning, scarcely 
a tree or a sign being out of place. The 
indications before the storm reached the 
city were that it would be far more severe 
than it was, as the wind at Titusville, Fla., 
on Wednesday, was fifty-six miles an hour 
and the swell on Tybee bar was the heaviest 
that has been seen in years. But outside 
of a fifty-mile an hour Wow, which lasted 
for some ten or twelve hours, nothing of 
moment has happened as a result of the 
cyclone. 

The storm seems to have been a decided 
fake. ‘The spire on the Independent Pres- 
byterian church. which was thought to be 
such a source of danger last night, was 
found all right this morning, with the ex-

THE ANCIENT CI1Y GOT A BATH. 


Water Covered the Streets to a Depth of 
Three Feet. 

St. Augustin® Fla., October 13.—(Special.)— 
The cyclone struck here Wednesday night, at 
11 o'clock, cutting off all rail and telegraph 
connectiung north and south until this even- 
ing. The velocity of the wind drove the tide 
over the sea wall and flooding the eity com- 
pletely one to three feet deep. Considerable 
damage was done to houses, all the wharves 
and buildings on the wharves being carried 
away. The St. Augustine and South Beach 
Railway Company's ferry wharf and steamer 
were carried away and the track damaged. 
Reports from along the east coast (Flagler’s) 
railway, south to Eau Gallie, state that the ey- 
clone did much damage. The train leaving 
New Smyrna yesterday morning only reached 
here tonight. Little damage was done on An- 
astasia island by the gale. ‘The ferries did 
good service against the ocean's attacks. Con- 
siderable damage is reported at Summerhaven. 
Near Matanzas Inlet a three-masted schooner, 
which was off the outer bar Wednesday night, 
has not been further heard from. No loss of 
life is known, although the ocean took posses- 
sion of the whole east Florida coast. 

The first floors of the stores and residences 
on many of the principal streets were flood- 
ed and the cypress block pavements moved 
off like so many cork stoppers. ‘Trees were 
uprooted and flower gardens and shrubbery 
destroyed. The salt spray injured tender 
plants up ae far as the site of the Ponce 
de Leon hotel and roofs and chimneys 
were generally damaged by the wind and 
water. The loss is estimated at $25,000, 
"the most complete destruction being that 
of Corbett’s wharf and the terminals of the 
South Beach Ferry Company. 

Trainmen on the Jacksonville, St. An- 
gustine and Indian River railroad, reaching 
here tonight for the first time in thirty-six 
hours, report 2 great deal af destruction by 
the storm in Ormond, New Smyrna, Day- 
tona and Titusville. 

The roof of the Hotel Indian River. at 
tockledg~ owned by Phil Dwier, of New 
York, has been blown off. 


LITTLE DAMAGE IN FLORIDA. 


Some Cottages Were Washed Away on the 
Beach, but No Lives Lost. 

Jacksonville, Fla., October 13.—(Special.)— 
The storm last night and this morning, while 
it was severe and alarming. really did little 
damage in Florida except at @be or two of 
the beach resorts on the east coast. The rain 
fell in torrents and the wind reached a ve- 
locity of forty-eight miles an hour at about 
midnight. All the wires leading out of Jack- 
sonville were down except one to Savannah, 
and there was no communication with any 
point in the state. 

At Mayport, near the mouth of the St. John’s 
river. most of the cottages were unoccupied 
aml locked up, but Judge Cromwell Gibbons, 
who occupies one upon perhaps the highest 
point of the beach, was there with his family. 
The water rose till it was up to the floor of 
the judge's house and he himself, when leav- 
ing the cottage for assisfance, was compelled 
to go. on horseback. However, its high loca- 
tion saved the building. Others were not so 
fortunate, the cottage of Charles Marvin be- 
ing blown or washed completely from its 
foundation. It floated out to sea. No one was 
in the house. as the family had returned to 
the city. About half a dozen other cottages 


| were flooded and damaged. 


At Pablo beach the surf rose until it was a 
mass of boiling foam with enormous waves 
rolling almost up to the hotel. It is reported 
by those watching the waters that suddenly 
a huge breaker came in a diagonal direction 
and sweeping up the beach, carried with it 
steps, buikheads, planking and everything in 
reach. The cottage of Captaim Hayden was 
almost destroyed and several shanties and 
small houses were wrecked. 


THE WORST IN YEARS. 


Houses Wrecked in North 
Wires Down. 
Raleigh, N. C©,, October 13.—(Special.)—The 
wind storm here this afternoon was the 
worst in years. The wind's velocity was 
thirty-six miles an hour at 3 o'cloek, and 
the barometer indicated 28.66, which is the 
lowest ever recorded in North Carolina. Great 
damage has beem done to the cotton crop, 
though most of it is picked. Raleigh was al- 
most in the eye of the storm, its center 
being a little west of nere, Telegraph wires 
are down in all directions. Some buildings 
have been wrecked at nearby points, and 
great numbers of trees are blown down.

AN ELOQUENT KENTUCKIAN. 


Senator Joe Blackburn Is an Interesting 
Character. 

Washington, October 13.—Senator Joe 
Blackburn, of Kentucky, is one of the 
unique figures of congress. He is a show 
card always to be pointed out to strangers 
visiting the capitol by one of the guides 
infesting the lobbies. The first three ques- 
tions a woman plies you with after enter- 
ing the Jadies’ gallery of the senate are: 
“Where is Senator Gorman?” “Which is 
that bad General Ransom?’ “and show me 
Joe Blackburn.” If Blackburn is in range 
of vision he is not hard to locate for cer- 
tain peculiarities of dress make him easi- 
ly distinguished. His red cravat for in- 
stance. He is scarcely ever without this 
flaming neckwear. It has become as much 
a part of him as his big tawny mustache. 
lf the weather is warm he will have on a 
suit of light Kentucky jeans which he made 
the fashion in Washington two years ago. 
His conventional dress_for winter is a big, 
loose, double-breasted, brown sack suit. 
He is known as the Berry Wall of the 
senate, and has more than once set the 
pace in matters of dress. 

The old gallery guard can always tell 
when Blackburn is going to speak. He 
would just as soon think of appearing at 
a set dinner in other than evening dress 
as to make a speech in a sack coat. His 
speeches in the senate are always delivered 
in a cutaway or Prince Albert. He is very 
punctious in these minor matters. So 
when he entered the chamber last week 
clad ina neat black cutaway it was 
proof positive that he would be heard from 
that day, and the crowd lingered through the 
regular routine business and through the 
speeches of the morning to hear Black- 
burn begin at 2 o'clock. 

He Heid the Crowd. 

Blackburn was taken off his guard, how- 
ever, and began earlier than he had ex- 
pected. Senator Butler, of South Caro- 
lina, the old war relic, being unable to stand 
on his wooden jeg for the full two hours 
allowed him wag forced to yield the floor. 
Blackburn's speech repaid those who wait- 
ed to hear it. Aga brilliant piece of ora- 
tory, it was second to none delivered on 
the same subject. He spoke for three 
hours, and the crowded galleries were per- 
fectly quiet through the whole of it. He 
even kept the press gallery over the pres- 
idential seat filled, a thing which only five 
other senators in the chamber can do—Go:- 
man, Wolcott, Daniel, Vance and Voor- 
hees. 

And this brings up another characteris- 
tic of Blackburn, which would be called 
eccentric in a private citizen and seems 
doubly so for a man in public life. He 
never reads a newspaper. Of all that has 
been said of him, he will never see a word 
of it, and never hear save through an in- 
cidental mention of it by some friend. This 
peculiarity is not due to callousness on the 
part of Blackburn, but simp!y to indiffer- 
ence, Now there are some senators too 
lazy to read the papers, and give the task 
to their secretaries with instructions to 
cut out all mention of. them and their 
speeches. But Blackburn does not even 
demand this, and when a private secretary 
hasn’t got to read, he never does, and so 
all mention of the Ikentucky orator goes 
to the waste basket in the room of the com- 
mittee on rules. 

He Ise a Connolsseur. 

Blackburn's speech has revived many 
forgotten anecdotes about him and his old 
compeer, Senator Beck. Whenever a man 
makes a telling speech in congress stories 
about him own are in demand, and every one 
who can remember some good anecdote, 
feels that somehow that he has added to 
his wno dignity and importance. And so 
it is that the o:d story of Beck, Blackburn 
and the barrel of whisky is once more go- 
ing the rounds at the capitol and told with 
renewed zest in the hotel lobbies and clubs. 

Immediately after one of Beck’s speeches, 
an admirer sent him a barrel of bourbon. 
Of course the first thing he did was to send 
for Joe Blackburn to help him drink it up. 
The invitation, of course, Blackburn ac- 
cepted. As soon as he had taken the first 
sip of the whisky, he smacked his lips and 
after taking another said as much to him- 
self as to Beck: “Yes, there is certainly 
iron in that barrel.”” “What's that you 
say, Joe?” asked the senior senator. 

“T said there was iron in that barrel.” 
Beck poured thim out a glass, aad after 
tasting it shook bis head and said: 

“No, there is no iron in that barrel, but 
there is leather.” 

A hot dispute followed 
wiger was laid to be decided when the 
barrel was emptied. This was done iv 
about two months’ time, but the bet was 
declared off as both were right, for when 
the head of the barrel was knocked in, a 
‘arpet tack with a leather head was found 
in the bottom. 

Blackburn is a thorough Kentuckian and 
has all the local pride of one born in the 
blue grass section of his state. He also 
has the prejudice against being taken for 
an Indianian which seems inherent in all 
native borm MKentuckiaus, so the story 
goes. While coming to congress several 
sessions ago he was approached in the Pull- 
man coach by a New Yorker who, after 
bowing politely to him said: “Is not this 
Senator Blackburn, of Indiana?’ 

The Kentuckian sprang from his seat 
and glaring at hig interlocutor exclaimed 
angrily: “No, sir; by God. The reason ] 
look so bad I have been sick.”’

Brunswick, Ga., October 13.—(Speeial. 
The hope of the people grows firmer ar 
firmer that they will not be allowed \to 
starve. As The Constitution is daily rend

Of the seventy-seven delegates representing 
the seven counties in Mr, Bryans district, 
fifty-six were cast in favor of the amend- 
ment. Of the twenty-one cast in Mr. 
Bryan's district against the amendment, 
fourteen were cast by Otoe county, the 
hame of Secretary of Agriculture Morton. 
Of the remaining seven, tour had been elece 
ed as silver men and their votes surprised 
the democrats who sent them there. ‘lhe 
Omaha World-Herafd, which is an opponent 
ot free silver and a supporter of the tinan- 
cial views of the admunistration says: 

“"W.D. McHugh, of Douglas county, 
chairman of the resolution committee, re- 
ported ‘the resolptions. ‘The platform was 
received with cheers; but it must be said 
that the cheers were decidedly lame cheers. 
Robert Clegg, of Richardson county, pre- 
sented a minority report on the currency 
question. Joud cals were made for Bryan, 
and the young congressman took the plat- 
form, While the convention went mad with 
delight. He went into thé details of the 
argument in favor of free silver and in an 
admirable way presented his cause. At 
the close of every sentence of his speech 
he was magly applauded. Cheer upon 
cheer greeted his splendid periods. No 
words can describe the completeness of this 
great gathering. Its sympathy was with 
Bryan, yet the convention was against him. 
When Bryan concluded, the deegates and 
the followers cheered themselves hoarse.” 

The World-Herald thus describes’ the 
scene when some of the members of the 
Douglas county delegation attempted to de- 
clare themseives in favor of putting Bryan 
on the platform committee in spite of the 
unit rule: 

Then the entire convention arose, everybody 
yelled at the same time. The Bryan men 
cheered until the tears rolled down their faces. 
They waved umbrellas, hats, Dewspapers and

lery and in the lobby seemed to be with Bryan

The World-Herald also describes the 
scene upon the street after the convention

The delay in 
making the desired changes in the state ne- 
cessitates vgorous action ou the part of the 
committee and applicants, and you 
are requested to meet the officers of the 
committee ait Lincoln on the 3d and 4th of Oc- 
tober. ‘The state convention will be held 
there at. that time and you are urged to be 
present as 2 delegate from your county. In 
order that there may be a full representation, 
you are especially requested to be present in 
person. It is important that you be present 
representing the best interests of democracy 
and co-operating with the committee for the 
weifare of the party.

These letters were sent through the mails 
and the action of the convention is abun- 


dant evidence of the efficiency of the mail 


service in that state. The chairman of the 
convention is a candidate for a federal of- 
fice, likewise the clerk, and federal vffice- 
holders and candidates for office were con- 
spicuous on the committees and in the man- 
agement of the convention. 

It woukl be a very diflicult matter for 
the democrats of Nebraska, in this year of 
our Lord 1893, to get up a convention of 
Cleveland monometallists if the office-hold- 
ers, in esse and posse, did not lend their 
distinguished presence.

In this three-handed duel the democrats, 
on a free silver platform, elected Governor 
James E. Boyd, with the populists second 
and the republicans third. 

So matters stood at the beginning of 
1892. The three parties were practically 
on a dead level, any onc having as good a 
chance of success as any other. On April 
14, 1892, the democratic state eonvention 
met to semi delegates to the national con- 
vention. Mr. Bryan offered as a part of 
the platform the free voinage resolution of 
1890, saying that it was good democratic 
doctrine and Governor Boyd. had been 
elected on it. The state machine was in 
control wf J. Sterling Morton, and Mr. 
Bryan wus defeated by yeas, 229; nays, 
247.

The democratic candidate for governor- 
was J. Sterling Morton. the present see- 
retary of agriculture. then and now an 
earhest advocate of the single gold stand- 
ard. He received 27,000 less than the 
party vote of 1890, a non-presidential year, 
and a trifle over half the votes received by 
the democratic candidate for governor ip 
1888S. He went through Bryan's district 
preaching the gold standard and the Eng- 
lish doctrine of finance. and denounced free 
silver coinage, and received 6.007 votes in 
the district, just tifteen more than one-half 
Mr. Bryan's vote, who got 13,784, with a 
papubist candidate in the tield, Mr. Bryan 
making his fight for immediate free coinage 
and against unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law, _ 

As for Mr. Cleveland, he carried one of 
the ninety counties in Nebraska, and that 
by one plurality in a total voté of ninety- 
three. His vote was nearly 350,000 less 
— in 1SS4 and nearly 56,000 less than in 


While the democrats of Nebraska are 
not a third party in name, they are in fact, 
and will coutwiune to be. ‘hey will poll 
this year about 30,000 votes, probably less, 
perhaps a trifle more. The contest is be- 
tween republicans and populists, with the 
advantages on the side of the latter. The 
democratic party which elected its governor 
in 1890 is out of the rice in 1895 before 
the race begins. Three years ugo it was 
the first of three parties on the vote for 
governor, now it will do well if it polls one- 
fifth of the vote of the state. There are 
more democrats, in preportion to the total 
vote, in Vermont than Nebraska. 

Possibly Mr. Cleveland may secure the 
endorsement of the Georgia democracy for 
the British gold poliev. ordered by the 
money sharks of New York and London, 
because it is the British policy, but when 
he does the Georgia democracy will be no 
more influential than the party in Nebraska 
and Vermont.

A METEORIC TERROR, 


A Mighty Celestial Visitor Makes Talk While 
It Coola Off. 
Brandon, Miss., Letter in The St. Louis Globe. 

Democrat. 

J. K. Mattox, a well-known citizen of Simp- 
son county, who owns an extensive farm on 
Campbell's creek, about eighteen miles seuth- 
east of this place, came in town this morn- 
ing and told of a huge meteoric stone which 
fell near his house on the night of July 2ist. 

Mr. Mattox says that about 10 o'clock at 
night he went into his barnyard to see that 
everything was right about the premises. The 
night Was somewhat cloudy, but not especially 
dark. 

He was returning to his house when he 
heard a peculfar hissing sound near and at 
the same instaut a luminous glow fell all 
around him, as if the moon had suddenly 
emerged from the clouds. He looked up and 
was almost paralyzed at the sight of a bril- 
liant ball of fire descending through the air 
with the lightning and having a 
eomet-like far up into the 
heavens. 

The descent was only visible for a second, 
but he suffered unspeakable terror. The ball 
struck the earth with a dull report 500 yards 
from where he was standing. It was some 
minutes before he could recover the use of 
his limbs. Then, running to his house, he 
aroused the family aud several laborers about 
the house, telling them a comet had struck 
the earth and they had only a few minutes to 
live. 

In a short while the whole plantation was 
up, and men and women were heard crying 
and supplicating heaven for mercy. Seeing 
that nothing further happened, and, being 
a practical man, Mr. Mattox prevailed on two 
or three men to accompany him to the Spot. 

They could not get closer than about thirty 
vards on account of the heat and noxious 
fumes of sulphur and gas which the stone 
emitted. It gave out a ruddy glow, which il- 
luminated the atmosphere for some distance 
around, by the light of which they could see 
the grass and twigs all about in a circle of 
fifty feet or more in diameter, burned and 
singed to ashes. The stone sizzled and 
steamed and shot out jets of steam or vapor 
from a thousand pores. 

Mr. Mattox and several neighbors visited 
it the next day, when he was able to get a 
closer view. By daylight it showed up a «ull, 
dingy black and was full of pores, which sti}l 
shot out jets of vapor of an offensive smell. 
The stone is evidently imbedded in the ground 
for some distance and shows only about a 
foot above the surface. 

Mr. Mattox estimates {t to be about the 
size of a hogshead and says when he left this 
morning it was still throwing out a strong 
heat and it would require some days to eoo! 
off sufficiently to permit its belong dug onr. 
The stone will be put on exhibition at Jackson 
as soon ag if can be handled. Mr. Mattox 
hopes to realize a handsome sum for it from 
some of the great societies Interested in me. 
teorie collections.

it was the end of a scorching day in Augyst, 
1840. 

The herbage of the prairie, which a month 
before bad been green and succulent, Was 
withered to its taproots.

much grace I had before the herd would 
be upon me. In doing so my elbow came in 
contact with the powder horn at my belt, and 
gave me an inspiration, to which I owe my 
life. .

Before that letter was written, dem- 
ocrats who stand on the Chicago plat- 
form, and who believe that its pledges 
Ineam something, lad good reason for 
believing that Mr. Cleveland would as- 
sent to legislation intended to restore sil- 
ver to our currency system as a money 
Standard. There was no reason for 
believing that he would be opposed to 
all such legisla'tion until England and the 
European nations stood ready to give 
their consent. There was no evidence 
going to show that Mr. Cleveland would 
disappoint the voters who had elected 
him. 

It will be remembered that The Jour- 
nal, when urging the president's nomina- 
tion in 1892, put forward, as its strong- 
estargument and the one best calculated 
to win deleg the plea that he was not 
in favor of the repeal of the Sherman 
law, and that, therefore, he was a better 
friend to silver than Governor Hill. The 
Wea that our contemporary sought to 
convey, and which it succeeded in con- 
veying, was that Mr. Cleveland was 
friendly to silver; and the fact that he 
accepted the nomination on a platfor 
which declared in favor of silver 
ly with gold, as the standar

sought to Pomme. is was the idea 
conveyed by Senator Gordon, Senntor 
Voorhees, Senator Mills, Senator Lind- 
say, and all the democratic senators who 
spoke for unconditional repeal. The 
pith and point of the argument they 
made in favor of unconditional repeal 
was, “Let us get this law out of the way 
and then we can legislate in behalf of 
silver.”” In point of fact, no other dem- 
ocratic argument could be made in fa- 
vor of unconditional repeal. 

When Mr. Cleveland's letter to Gov- 
ernor Northen was printed The Consti- 
tution made this editorial comment: 
“The Constitution has not opposed un- 
conditional repeal of the Sherman law. 
It has thought and hoped that after this 
law was out of the way President Cleve- 
land would consent to legislation caleu- 
lated to satisfy the people that they had 
not been decef ‘ed or misled by the party 
platform. ~ But that hope has been de- 
stroyed. If anything is clear in Mr. 
Cleveland's letter to Governor Northen 
it is the fact that he will not endorse 
legislation making silver, along with gold, 
the standard money of the country. He 
cuts the ground: from under the feet 
of those democratic senators who have 
declared for unconditional repeal in or- 
der that the way might be made clear 
for silver legislation. They no longer 
have that argument to stand on, and 
their position now becomes untenable. 
The best they can now do for their party 
and the people is to take their stand 
once more on the democratic platform, 
and use the Sherman law to force from 
the goldbugs of the east a reasonable 
and an honorable compromise.” _ 

In a late editorial article The Consti- 
tution said: “The inevitable effect of 
Mr. Cleveland's letier to destroy all 
chance of unconditional repeal in the 
senate, for it is inconceivable that demo- 
crats who stand on the platform of their 
party can be induced to give a yote 
which will have the effect of taking sil- 
ver wholly out of our currency as a mon- 
ey standard. This is what unconditional 
repeal would now do, and if democrats 
are responsible for it, the party in the 
south, which is already embarrassed by 
grave suspicions among the _ people, 
would be seriously crippled.” 

In short, The Constitution was not 
opposed to unconditional repeal while 
there was any reasonable hope thatt Mr. 
Cleveland would his consent to 
silver legislation marked out by the 
democratic pledge. But when the presi- 
dent announced in his letter to Governor 
Northen that he was not in favor of 
such legislation until the gold stundard 
nutions were ready to move in the mat- 
ter, there was no alternative but to op- 
pose unconditional repeal with nothing 
beyond it but the revival of the act of 
demonetization of 1875.

Some Significant Facts. 

In his speech in the senate, last week, 
Senutor Butler, of South Carolina, gave 
the following illustration of hard times 
in his state:

enough by $150 to carry out the plans whieh 
they had made in the making of that crop. 
They came to me and said if they could not 
get that $100 their year’s crop would be jeop- 
ardized. L went to the president of one of 
the banks, who I happened to know intimate. 
ly, and said to him: “You may with perfect 
safety loan these two young men $150 more. 
I have seen the.r crop, I have seen the condi- 
tion of their animals, and it would be perfect- 
ly salffe for you to do so.”’ Ele sald: “Why, 
I would loan them $150 without the slightest 
hesitation, but if even Vanderbilt or Astor 
were to come tv my bark to borrow $10 | 
could not accommodate lim, because I have 
not the currency.” He had literaliy crawled 
on his stomach in New York and in Charies.- 
ton, begging and imploring the loan of 4 lit- 
tle more currency to accommodate his Cus- 
tomers, and could aot get a single cens. 

Senator Butler lives in a productive 
farming country. His neighbors hare 
abundant resources, but under our na- 
tional banking sysiem they cannot use 
their real esta'te as a basis of credit, and

na farmers is, in itself, a powerful ar- 
gument in favor of stute banks. 

Senator Butler's speech was interrupt- 
el by Senator George, of Mississippi, 
who made this statement: 

Mississippi, like Ohio, had a flood of w-ldeat 
money in 1830, and it produced such 
disgust against siate banks that no 
banks were allowed to be chartered. There 
was a provision in the constitution of the 
state against them. We had no banks, and 
we depended for our currency Ma.nly upon 
the state of South Carolina, The banks of 
South Carolina had agencies aii over the state 
to whom they furnished their bank bills, 
which were circulated in M.ssissippi freely 
and without loss to anybody. 

Now, here we have the admission that 
the notes of the South Carolina banks 
were good currency in the siate of 
Mississippi. This completely answers the 
objection sometimes urged against state 
banks to the effect that their notes would 
necessirily be at a heavy discount in 
other states. Mississippi's refusal to 
charter stute banks was, of course, due to 
the fact that in 1830 it was a new com- 
munity, not sufficiently well organized 
to establish a banking system. Our old- 
er readers will testify that before the 
war the notes of ‘the regularly chartered 
stvte banks circulated very generally 
‘throughout the union, and in some in. 
stances wheu there was a slight discount, 
it only served to drive the notes home 
among the people who needed them in 
their daily business.

tate, while in the northern states men- 
tioned the “hustling yankee” has put 
upon his real estate from 15 to 28 per 
cent of its value. 

The point is made that, while it is a 
pleasant thing to carry only a small debt, 
still the most successful man in business 
is the one who borrows capital and ju- 
diciously invests it, or makes a venture 
in real estate for which he pays a_ por- 
tion and gives mortgages. On the other 
hand, the people who are too conserva- 
tive to borrow money for the develop- 
ment of their resources remain poor and 
keep their section without money. 

If must be admitted that there 
some ‘truth in this statement of the case, 
but it should be recollected that the con- 
stant paying out of pension money in 
the northern and western states swells 
the circulation of those sections. Money 
is congested there and is loaned on long 
time at low rates of interest, whereas, 
the southerner who wants to borrow 
money must seek it in the far east and 
such enormous rates of interest are de- 
manded that he prefers nine times out 
of ten to decline a loan under such con- 
ditions. 

But the advantage of 
indebiedness has been 
shown during the recent depression. 
summer, when nerthern banks, 
ness houses and industries were 
to smash or suspendipg, the south moved 
along with hardly any failures to speak 
of and her mills paid much bhigber divi- 
dends than their northern competitors. 
If we have very little borrowed tnoney 
to use in pushing our interests, we are 
better off when the day of settlement 
comes in a period of bard times. It is 
wiser to be satisfied with slower pro- 
gress ‘than to pay high rates for money 
and wear ‘the shackles of the eastern 
gold sharks. Economy and diversified 
industries will in the course of time 
bring the south to ‘the front without bor- 
rowing any money. It is better for us 
to wait and work out our destiny than 
to sell ourselves to distant Shylocks who 
will demand, the pound of flesh and 
everything nominated in the bond. 

The Constitution’s analysis of the results 
of unconditional repesl seems to have 
touched our goldbue neighbor in a tender 
epot. It frequently bappens that facts 
have claws. 

The effort to make it appear that the dem- 
ocratic party is in favor of the single gold 
standard would have a sinister aspect if 
it wére not so ridiculous. 

If public sentiment had been behind un- 
conditional repeal it would have won. 

The people of Memphis set themselves 
richt on the question of repeal. They en- 
dorsed their senators in the strongest terms. 

Let us hope that there will always be 
enough democrats in the senate to prevent 
the restoration of the demonetization act 
of 1875. r

Monday or Tuesday Next —Chairman.Caba- 
niss Will Call the Meeting and All 
the Details Will Be Perfected.

The action of the city executive commit- 
tee night before last was freely discussed 
throughout the city yesterday. 

There were a few, but very few, who did 
not endorse the work done by the commit- 
tee. Those who were wedded to the com- 


mittee of one hundred idea, as the commit- 
tees were originally made up and the strong 


primary adherents were about all who did 
Mot express thorough satisfaction with the 
work of the evening. 

‘Mr. Cabaniss, ‘chairman of the meeting, 
after thinking over the work during the 
night and yesterday morning declared that 
he thought the result as good as any that 
might have been attained. 

The committee of seven has not yet met 
and will not come together until Monday or 


Tuesday to perfect the resolution of Dr.: 


Curtis and to arrange the details for the 
elections. That committee will provide the 
voting places in each ward, secure the 
managers and clerks. determine upon the 
hours for opening and closing the polls and 


_ the qualifications necessary to vote. 


Mr. Cabaniss, chairman of the committee 
of seven, has not yet issued a call for the 
committee as has been stated, and when 
asked what he would do replied: 

“The election is to take place on Monday, 
Noveinber 6th. which is quite in the future 
yet and gives us time to work. However, 
I think I shall call the committee together 
either Monday or Tuesday of next week, 
unless some member of the committee 
Suggests another time which will suit the 
members better. In that event IL shall 
make the time suit the convenience of the 
gentlemen composing the committee.” 

“What time will the polls open?’ he was 
asked, 

“Well, as I have said, I have not talked 
with any member of the committee since 
the committee was made, and cannot say 
what they may want.. For my part I should 
think four hours would be long enough. It 
has been suggested that the polls be opened 
at 4 o'clock in the afternoon and kept open 
until 8 o'clock at uight. That, 1 should 
think would be long enough to give every- 
body time to vote. It would suit ‘the busi- 
ness man on his way home and it would 


~ guit the working man as he went home. 
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Then it would suit a class of voters who 
might want to go home to supper and then 
return to the city for the evening to see how 
it came out.” 

“What will be essential to vote?’ 

“That I ean't say either, as the comunit- 
tee of seven will have all that to arrange. 
I should think, however, that rule which 
has been in use in primaries in the-past.” 

Among others who are not pleased with 
the result are some of the candidates while 
others are delighted with it. Those who 
are not pleased declare that it is too cum- 
bersome. 

“Why.” said one of these, “in some of the 
wards there will be more candidates than 
there are voters. Take for instance the 
fourth ward, where there are now four 
candidates actively at work. If each of the 
‘eandidates puts ont a‘ticket of fifteen there 
will be sixty candidates in that ward, to 
say nothing about the few that may want 
to run independently. If that plan had 
been in operation at the dast election, the 
third ward would have had more candi- 
dates than voters by long odds.” 

But one of the candidates who is pleased 
with it puts another construction on it. 

“I think it’s abont the best thing for all 
of us who are in the race.”’ he said. ‘Take 
my ward for instance. There are three of 
us in now and more are liable to come. 
Before the day of election I shall suggest 
to them all that we meet and take equal 
parts on a ticket of fifteen and work for 
the elction of that ticket... Then if the 
ticket wins I'm willing for the fifteen men 
composing it to say which of the candi- 
date is the most available. If I'm selected 
all right, and if I’m beaten I'll work for 
the success of the man that fifteen picks.”

Yesterday Governor Northen received a 
letter from the rabbit, who is well known 
in Georgia, though he now resides in Chi- 
cago, Suggesting a series of lectures in 
the different cities of Georgia, taking “The 
Talmud” as hia subject. The rabbi stated 
that he believes he could rase $10,000 or 
nearly so much, for the fund and eaid he 
would, of course, make no charge for his 
services or for expenses. . 

The governor wrote him thanking him for 
the offer and at the same time wrote a 
letter to the mayors of the different cities 
stating the proposition. 

His letter to Rabbi Browne is as follows:

ferers of Georgia. This is a mobie, setf-sac- 
rifimg offer of your services tn raising mon- 
ey for the support of these unfortunate peo- 
pe. Lf appreciate your generosity and char- 
ity and, in beha.f of these sufferers, I thank 
you for it and accept &. I shail at once 
make known your offer, and shall endeavor 
lo awaken such jterest in the matter as witli, 
wided by the interest of your ectures and 
reputation, imsure large audiences and lib- 
eral coAections. I have no doubt that your 
ectures on the Talmud wiil be of vast In- 
lerest and profit to our people.

THE CHILD NOT PRESENT. 


The Habeas Corpus Suit of 8S. W. Lokey Post- 
poned Until October 26th: 

The habeas corpus suit of S. W. Lokey 
for the recovery of his five-year-old child 
was continued yesterday in Judge West- 
moreland’s court. 

The child is now in Maryland, and Judge 
Westmoreland refused to proceed with the 
hearing without the presence of the infant. 

The continuance was until the 20th of 
October. 

Lokey says that he left the child with his 
sister about eighteen months ago and went 
to Covington to get work. While there 
the child was taken sick and soon after 
seut to the Home for the Friendless. Ac- 
cording to Lokey’s side pay was demand- 
ed for the attention given to the child, 
and the child’s aunt announced her inability 
to do so. The home then. refused to give 
up the child. Lokey’s sister then began 
proceedings through a habeas corpus writ, 
to regain the child. Judge Calhoun de- 
cided, on the testimony of the child's grand- 
mother, that-the home should Keep the lit- 
tle girl. The testimony of the grandmother 
was simply to the effect that the aunt was 
ubable to take care of the little one. 

While all this was going on, apparently 
without the knowledege of Lokey, he mar- 
ried a second wife and returned to Atlanta. 
He went for his child to the Home for the 
Iriendless and was refused the child. He 
claims that the matron in charge of the 
home told him the baby was in Texas. 
After a diligent search, however, the child 
was found in the hands of Mr. Cadwallader 
R. Snider. Lokey then took out a writ of 
habeas corpus directed against Snider. The 
writ was set for a hearing yesterday after- 
noon, but was postponed ag stated until the 
26th of October, by which time the child will 
have been brought from Maryland.

BUSINESS MEN WAITING 


For a Settlement of the Financial Question 
Report of Trade. 

New York, October 13.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s weekly review says the country has 
been waiting. While uncertainty has pre- 
vailed men have not known what to do 
with safety and so have done as little as 
they could. Industries cannot always wait, 
and in them an arrest of improvement gen- 
erally means some reaction. Merchants 
who have obligations to meet cannot al- 
ways wait, and for some there has come 
misfortune. The speculators and traders 
Wait because they have no substantia! ba- 
sis for a judgment. 

The volume of business transacted in- 
creases some, because the longer people 
go Without clothing or food and other nec- 
essaries, the more certain their demand is 
to revive. Government crop reports have 
not helped speculation, because they are not 
in harmony. with prevailing judgments. 
Wheat has weakened 11-4c, though the 
government report would indicate a yield 
of 391,000,000: bushels, so small as to war- 
rant higher prices. Western reeipts for the 
week have been 6,054,648 bushels against 
9,361,,979 last year, while Atlantic exports 
have fallen off 621,861 bushels against 
1,909,123 last year. Corn has advanced 
1 1-4 cents, pork products being unchanged, 
but either would be much stronger if men 
put full confidence in official estimates. 
Oil has risen 1 cent and coffee is  un- 
changed. Cotton stands just where it did 
a year ago, in spite of a report which some 
interpreted conclusive proof of a yield far 
below that of last year. but the enormous 
stock of old cotton in sight here and abroad 
would explain great hesitation in the mar- 
ket, if official estimates were fully credited. 
Cotton goods show a general improvement 
in tone, though weak in spots. The demand 
for woolen goods is not a third of the usual 
magnitude, and sales of wool at the three 
chief markets for the last week were ¥.- 
000,452 pounds against 7,099,600 last year. 

The situation is a strange one which 
perplexes the ablest dealers, and though in 
dress goods a good demand appears, the un- 
certainty as to men’s goods, knit goods 
and carpets is as great as if months had not 
elapsed, with extraordinary narrow distri- 
bution of products. 

Outside of New York boot und shoe 
manufactories are but poorly employed and 
eastern shipments for the week were 34 
per cent below last year’s, but bright spots 
appear in Womens shoes and ip rubber 
goods. 

The failures for the past week number 
549 in the United States against 189 last 
year, and forty-two in Canada against 
twenty-six last year. Kighteen failures 

were In wWagnitude exceeding $100,0U0 
and eighty-four were over $5,000 each. 
but less than $100,000. The aggregate of 
liabilities in failures the first week in Oc- 
tober was only $3,491,292, though the num- 
ber was large. This week the liabilities 
have apparently been increased.

The Boy, Now Nine Years Old, Is Being Kear- 
ed by a Widow. 

October 13.—The publigags been 
wondering what became of the baby Miss 
Pollard gave birth to in Cincinnati, and which 
she claims in her petition is the son of Col- 
onel Breckinridge. | 
The Commercial Gazette reporter has, lo- 
cated it, ; 

It was adopted by Judge Van B. Young, 
who died a few years since while judge of 
the superior court of Kentucky, end is now 
being reared by ‘his widow. Mrs. Judge 
Young now resides in Bath county, and the 
child is to be an important witness when the 
great case comes to triab The boy is known 
as Stoddard Young, is in his ninth year and 
said to bear striking resembiance to the 
present Ashland representative. Since the 
guardian has been put under a ruling of the 
court to produce the youngster in Washington 
when ordered, and it being apparent that he 
is to play a prominent part in the proceed- 
ings before the jury, he is never allowed to 
be out of the sight of an attendant. 

This is the way Judge Vay B. Young got 
control of the waif: 

In the fall of 1884 a carriage coming from 
the direction of Lexington rolled along the 
pike as it rounds sharply towards Owings- 
ville. The toll-gate keeper heard the carriage 
stop, but, being rather slow about getting 
out, he found oa opening the door that the 
carriage had turned and was being driven back 
toward Lexington. As the keeper started back 
into the house he discovered a basket sitting* 
on his porch. Mechanically picking it up. he 
carried it into his room, and found it contain- 
ed a chubby babe. While wondering what to 
do with it and why the parents of it should 
have left it with a poor man who could not 
properly care for it, Judge Young drove up 
and asked the gatekeeper what he was doing 
up so late. Why the judge did not pass on 
without stopping, for the gate was open and 
he was allowed free toll, is a mystery. 

He was told about the baby being left there 
and asked what. was best to be done about ir. 
“Why, give it to me,’’ said the judge, ve 
have no children and can afford to educate 
it." Glad to be so soon relieved of his charge, 
the gatekeeper gladly handed the basket to 
the judge. The judge winked at himself in a 
inirror hanging on the left ds he passed out 
and took his departure. The judge was hof¢ 
a night rider ordinarily, was not campaign- 
ing at that time, and came from the direction 
of Lexington, a short distance behind the 
hack. Was the judge given a tip? 

Mrs. Judge Young is a granddaughter of 
Governor Robinson and a sister of George Bell, 
the prominent merchant of this city, and Ben 
Bell, the leading druggist cf Lexington. It 
cannot now be stated what Mrs. Young knows 
about the history of the child before it was 
left at the lonel? toll gate, but Judge 
Young often remarked to his brothers-in-law 
that “‘Stoddard has some of the best blood 
in the state in his veins, and his father is a 
congressman.’ When asked if he knew for a 


fact the names of the bov’s parents he would ; 


reply: “Is it not enough to know that he 
comes of an illustrious family?’ 

Another incident in connection with the af- 
fair is. Mixs Pollard was visiting in Bourbon, 
near the Bath county line, at the time the 
papers were telling of the desertion of the 
waif, and the providential ‘passing’ of Judge 
Young, who. gave it a home. fM fs now re. 
called what intense interest Miss Pollard 
took in the fate of the child, and would often 
express a desire to go to see it. There is no 


doubt but that Stoddard Young is the son of 


Miss Pollard—as to it being Breckinridge’s, 
that is quite another matter. Judge Young 
and Colonel Breckinridge were good friends. —

GROUND TO DEATH. 


John Cole, of Fannin County, Torn to 
Pieces by a W. & A. Train. 


HIS BODY BROUGHT TO ATLANTA 


And Prepared for Burial—He Had Been At- 
tending United States Court, and 
Thursday Got ona Spree. 


John Cole, a young white man whose 
home was iv Fannin county, was ground 
to death by a Western and Atlantic freight 
train near the Chattahoochee river yes- 
terday morning.

Cole's friends informed him that he was on 
the streets drunk and that the police had 
probably taken him in. Later in the even- 
ing he visited police headquarters for the 
purpose of recovering his property, but 
no trace of Cole could be secured there. 

Early yesterday worning he announced 
his intention of telegraphing to Marietta 
to have Cole arrested, having become é6at- 
isfied that he was on his way home. But 
some of Cole's friends promised that when 
they went home they would send the razor 
back. 

It seems that Cole after leaving his 
friends went to the depot and boarded the 
Western and Atlantic train for Marietta. 
How far he went on that train is not known, 
but at some point the other side of the 
Chattahoochee river he left the passenger 
train and boarded a freight train coming 
into the city. When near the river he 
fell between two of the cars and was 
ground to death. : 

It was supposed at firet that he was killed 
by the passenger train, but later in the day 
a freight train was found in the Western 
and -Atlantie yards which had evidently 
ground the life out of the unfortunate 
young man. 

His remains were brought to Atlanta 
and for a long time none could be found by 
whom they could’be identified. In the after- 
noon one of the witnesses in the United 
States court happened to visit the under- 
taking place of Foster, Barclay & Brandon, 
where the body bad been taken, and identi- 
fied it. 

Subsequently the man who had lost the 
razor visited the undertaker’s and identified 
the dead man as much by the presence of 
his razor in one of ‘his pockets as by awy 
recollection of Cole's appearance.

The Rate Committee Adjourns at Last 
and the Members Go Home. 


THE QUESTION OF DISCRIMINATION 


Eastern Rates to Atlanta Complained of 
by Atlanta Merchants—Other Gossip 
Among Railroad People. 


Now that the rate committee of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion has adjourned, the members are more 
free to talk about the transactions of the 
session and it transpires that they have 
bandied some pretty big questions. 

The meeting adjourned yesterday, but 
not before having a full and fair discus- 
sion of the rate questions involving the 
thousand and one little issues about long 
and short distance hauls. 

The committee from the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce that went before the com- 
mittee during the session and appealed for 
a change in the rates to Atlanta precipitat- 
ed a lively debate over the question of long 
and short hauls. 

The committee of citizens from Atlanta 
asked the rate committee to give Atlanta a 
fair showing with other cities of this sec- 
tion of the south. The chief complaint they 
made to the railroad folks was that cities 
like Augusta and Knoxville have a much 
lower rate from the east than Atlanta 
has and that this basis of tixmg rates is un- 
fair to Atlanta. . 

Fhe rates from the east were the bone of 
contention, there being no special com- 
plaint aboyt rates from the west. 

The rate on first-class goods from New 
York to Atlanta is $1.15. The rate to 
Augusta js far below this figure and the 
Atlanta cimmittee in the petition present- 
oi to the rate fixers, showed that this was 
manifestly unfair to Atlanta. The rate to 
Knoxville, Tenn., from New York is also 
far less than the rate to Atlanta. The com- 
mittee from the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
werce could not see how this could be, 
and made no bones @bout telling the rail- 
rox“) people of their complaint. 

it will be hard for Atlanta to compete 


| with other cities of the south in the trade 
| if these rates are held to by the railroads. 
It would seem that it was discrimination, 


though the committee frem the Chaimber 
of Commerce did not make = any © such 
charge. The committee was complimented 
by Comupissioner Stahiman for the manner 
in Which they made the complaint and the 
tendency of debate on the question after 
the committee had left the hall seemed to 
indicate a willingness on the part of the 
railroad people to make such alterations 
in the rates as would place Atlanta at 
least on an equal basis with the other cities 
which have heretofore enjoyed more favor, 
as it would seem, at the hands of the roads. 

Another complaint made by the citizens’ 
committee from Atlanta was that Norcross, 
a station on the Richmond and Danville 
railroad, enjoyed a rate much —~ more 
favorable from the east than this city has 
been allowed. 

This brings on a question that has been 
in the courts several times. The famous 
Social Circle case is still fresh in the minds 
of the railroad people. In that case Judge 
Newman decided that it was perfectly fair 
for the ronds to give a rate to a city at a 
xreater distance a cheaper rate than to 
the town at less distance. 

Taking advantage of this decision the 
Western and Atlantic has been giving 
Atlanta a cheaper through rate than it 
gives Marietta, although Marietta is near- 
er to the point of shipment than Atlanta. 
The case is in the supreme court and has 
not yet been decided, but it is safe to say 
that the decision of Judge Newman will be 
upheld. It is simply the difference that can 
be made between local freights and through 
freights. The question of distance it not 
taken into consideration. 

Hl of these issues were referred to a 
special’ committee for action, but to judge 
from the action of the members of the rate 
committee it is not difficult to predict that 
Atlanta will lave all the recognition in 
these complaints that the justice of the 
committee’s compbaints deserves and de- 
mands. 

Commissioner StahIman gave the com- 
mittee from the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce such assurances that give them re- 
newed hope that this city will not be dis- 
rriminated against in the future. 


The Cotton Apportionment. 

The question of whether there will be an 
apporlionment of the cotton crop or not 
among-the roads composing the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association this 
season has about been settled. 

_ Lhe verdict of the board of arbitrators 
is to the effect that there should be an 
apportionment and now it remains with the 
authorities to decide just how the upportian- 
ment shall be mgde. There was an 
apportionment of the crop last year and 
the railroad authorities all pretty well agree 
that it worked satisfactorily. It might 
have worked better and will probably work 
better this year; but still there have been 
LO serious complaints and the general sen- 
tment among the freight men seems most 
favorable to the apportionment idea. These 
apportiogments are made on a Masis of what 
the roads have averaged in cotton tratte 
iu the past, they never going much above 
or below a certain average. 

; ag or ee the roads are usually 
rery Willing to agree to an apportio , 
of the cotton Sralehts If Rar ate ir akces 
to compete for the cotten traffic, they get 
into scrambles and petty quarrels which 
never result in much good for themselves 
or for the cotton shippers. | 

These disturbances are avoided to 4» 
great extent by having some agreement in 
advance as to how much of the crop the 
several lines are entitled to carry Fetion 
the season based upon what they have car- 
tied in the past seasons, 

It will‘ be the Ist of November before 
the question of apportionment, or rather 
the manner of apportionment, will be tina]- 
ly declared, but it will be effective for the 
whole season. 

It is understood that the only trouble 
that has been in the way of apportioning 
the cotton crop thus far is the fact that 
certain roads outside of the association have 
heen dickering about fancied rights in the 
matter, these roads, too, out of the cotton 
region of the south.

IT WILL DISSEMINATE KNOWLEDGE 


A Napoleonic Saheme by Which the Life 
Insurance Men Hope to Teach Their 
Business in the Universities. 


Mr. Thomas Peters, southern manager of 
the Washington Life Insurance Company, bas 
been placed at the head of one of the greatest 
movements ever started by the associated life 
insurance wen of the country, and hus begun 
to push the work placed in his hands. 

The movement is in the interest of educa- 
tion, and is national iu its scope and charac- 
ter. The very marked compliment has been 
paid Mr. Peters of putting him at the head of 
the work and all of the ideas mus' originate 
from him. Practically Atlanta is the head- 
quartets of the new educational crusade and 
it is expected that untold benefit will accrue 
to the insurance of the country at large, and 
of the south especially. 

The work was placed in definite shape at 
Cleveland, O., last month, but its practical 
operation did not begin until a few days ago, 
when Mr. Peters began issuing cireulars to the 
life insurance men of the United States. 

The movement is being pushed under the 
auspices of the Life Underwriters’ Associa- 
tlon, of which Mr. Thomas Peters 1s first vice 
president, and consequently practically in 
control of the executive work of the associa- 
tion. 

The benefits expected from the movement 
will not be confined to the insurance Wen 
alone. The general public is expected to reap 
a harvest of learning from it. 

The plan of the association, as explained 
by Mr. Peters, is very simple, but very effec- 
tive. ‘The greatest object of .it ig to rid the 
insurance business of unreliable agents and 
educate the public as to the principles of the 
life insurance business. The scheme is Na- 
poleonic in its extent. The promoters ofsit 
expect to invade the leading’ universities aud 
colleges of the couutry with papers on in- 
surance and teach the young men what the 
business is. Locally applied, the scheme en- 
cirec’es the State university, the Tech and like 
jlustitutions of the state. 

But this is but a of 
the broad plan. It contemplates the 
publication in the daily papers all 
over the country and =e in the insur- 
duce papers more especially of frequent -arti- 
cles upon different branches of the insurance 
business. The preparation of these articles

is In the hands of the life underwriters of the: 


country, under the supervision of Mr. Peters, 
of Atlanta, and the selection of the articles 
for the press Is wholly in Mr. Peters’s hands. 
Not only is this true, but Mr, Peters selects 
the topic for discussion, and to all intents and 
purposes directs the thought of the insurance 
men of the United States. 

“Our movement,’’ said Mr. Peters, “is in the 
interest of education. We want to educate 
the people of the country on the principles of 
insurance. All the larger cities of the coun- 
try are representers by life underwriters’ as- 
sociations. The vice presidents of the na- 
tional association constitute a committee on 
topics. ‘Monthly I issue a topic pertaining to 
insurance or association work. These 
topics are issued in circulars and go 
to each of the local associations. and the 
latter «will appoint a committee of three or 
five members. These local committees 
secure speakers to prepare and read papers 
upon the topic of the month. These associa- 
tions will hold monthly meetings and discuss 
the topie.”’ 

This brings into existence a vast pile of es- 
says on the topic suggested by the vice prest- 
dent, and in the great mountain some valuable 
thoughts are sure to be found. The mass of 
papers is sent to Mr. Peters to he edited and 
furnished to the press at his discretion. 

The great amount of literature that will be 
brought into life in this way will he of great 
value to the insurance agents. It will fur- 
nish all necessary information pertaining. to 
the law of life insurance that will be needed 
to enable agents to intelligently and correctly 
tdvise their patrons*as to the legal and eqnif- 
able rights of every claimant under a life pol- 


cre 

The life underwriters expeet much from the 
mo@ment, which is_hardly fairly under way 
as yet. They believe that the Information that 
will be furnished through the press will do 
much to dignify and elevate the life insurance 
profession in the publie estimation. This ts 
A part of an agent's education that has been 
almost wholly. overlooked. 

Mr. Peters has issued the October topie tn 
circular form. Tt is this: “low may we best 
protect the business morally. and ourselves 
financially, against the pernicious practices 
and dishonest methods of unworthy agents?’ 

From this subject the nature of the papers 
that will be produced may he inferred. Ir 
will be literature npon a most vital subject, 
and in a few weeks {t will be sent to Mr. 
Peters to be distributed. 

Mr. Pagers hopes to enlist the local under- 
writers in the scheme and get much good 
from it for the south. He belleves that rast 
benefit will comg to the south from the plan.

Dr. Lewis on Holiness Preaching. 

Editor Constitntion—In The Constitution of 
yesterday. was published an article with the 
above caption, which is calculated to do great 
harm to the cause of Christ and the Metho- 
dist churci, because of its source, as well as 
its erroneous teaching. : 

lou report Dr. Lewis as saying, “There is 
nothing in reason, or nature, or scripture (as 
a Methodist, ie ought to have added, exper.- 
ence) Wien rightly interpreted, to justify the 
assertion that any distinct work of God in 
the soul, subsequent to regeneration, is neces- 
sary to its salvation hereafter or to its holi- 
hess here. The babe in Christ is as oly as 
Umnipotence can make it, and it has buc to 
grow in order to become perfect man. ‘To 
teach otherwise is to teach neither scripture 
hor Methodism, but to pervert the doctrine of 
the church as undersiood by our bishops and 
stanuards, and to ferment inevitable schism. 
The modern experience of holiness ends where 
ail geuttine conversion 4s reaehed. No man 
boro again und cleansed by ‘the washing of 
thac regeneration’, needs any further blessing 
to make him pure, if, since his birth from 
above, he has kept himself in the jove of 
God. He has but to grow in grace.” 

The doctrine of the Merhodist church is 
that ‘“‘men are justified before they are sancti- 
fied.’’ (See bishop’s address, discipiine of 18x86, 
signed by all but two of the presenti college.) 
Dr. Lewis says the Bible, the bishops and the 
standards sustain his position that “nu man 
bom again aud cleapsed- by the «washing of 
regeneration needs any further Dbiessing to 
make him pure.” 

Neither Christ nor St. Paul was of this 
op.nion, for the former prayed, the n.ght be- 
fore his death, that his disciples might be 
sanctified, though in that prayer, Jno. xvii, 6. 
he declared that they hdd been given him of 
(sod aud had kept his word, and in Luke x. 
2), that thelr names were written in heaven. 
The latter, in | Thessalonians v, 23, prayed 
that God might yet sanctify wholly a people 
whose Ohristian attainments, as set forth™in 
the first chap.er of the same letter, surpass 
most of those of eur best men of the present 
day; whilst in our ‘standards’ (which con- 
sist of Mr. Wesley's doctrinal utterances and 
possibly the works of Fletcher and Warson) 
we find tlds statement from’ Mr. Wesiey, in 
his “Plain Account of Chbristiam Perfeet.on.” 
page 35: “‘We do not know a single’ instance 
in any place of a person receiving in one and 
the same moment remission of sins, the abid- 
ing Witness of the spirit and a clean heari.” 
On pages 36 and 37 he describes the heart in 
regeneration—then the same heart awakened 
to a need of this second work of grace, which 
he ealls “hungering for a full renewal in 
God’s image in righteousness and true hol'- 
ness,"”’ when “God takes note and gives to 
such a one a single eye and 2 pure heart.” 
Is there no importation here? Is this grow:h? 
But Dr. Lewis says to become holy we must 
grow. He would have preached both Metho- 
dism and scripture if he had said to grow ef.- 
fectively, as God would have us do, we must 
become holy. The book says we must be wholly 
sanctified—that ‘s, made holy, just as man 
regenerated, to-wit. by faith, wot works; by 
be'ieving in the efficiency of Christ's atone- 
ment .to this end. Acts xxvi, 18, and the 
verity of His word, John xvii, 17. 

I refer to the standards oncé more. (“Chris. 
tian Derfection,”’ pages 40 and 61.) Christian 
perfection is received merely by faith, is 
given instantaneously, and, therefore, may 
be had at any time, now, if we but comply 
with the conditions upon which the promises 
of the blessing is predicated. 

And so, ( say that Dr. Lewis departed.from 
the teachings of the scriptures, the doctrines 
and the standards of Methodism when he in- 
timates either that we are made holy jn re- 
geveraiion or saactified through growth.
